Stntos far removed from our sea coasts 


" formed the bulk of opposition to a ship subsidy 


in the old days when Hie issue was a polilcial 
perennial. Taxpayers there felt they would help 
pay the subsidy, while the coast stales which 
monopolized the shipping industry would reap 
all the benefits. Xo doubt at that time this was 
substantially true, and it is still true that coast 
stalcsswill be first to get their hands on the 
money employed in shipbuilding and earned by 
ocean shipping, although \vc may be assured that 
prosperity of coast slates is reflected to some' ex- 
tent in the interior. 


Hut it is no longer true Hint the coasl would 


gel all the benefits. Not only would they not gel 
rill, but it is possible they would not get most of 
the benefits. 
Certainly they would not were the 


government to administer the subsidy with the 
welfare of the shipper in view. 
For we have 


crime upon new times, and new conditions. 


Xo longer does Ihe middle west. Hie nation's 


foocl center, produce merely to feed itself and its 
sister states. These states now arc exporters of 
foods, and a brisk foreign market gives the edge 
lo demand which makes the difference between 
high and low prices. For instance, a foreign de- 
mand for one-fourth of present food supplies 
held in this country probably would quickly re- 
store the American farmer lo independence. 
• 


And so it is that the middle west is interest- 


ed in ocean shipping, nor docs it want Lo be at 
the mercy of foreign bottoms which always give 
preference to their own home trade. It is con- 
cerned, none more, with an American merchant 
marine ample to corn.- its produce to world mar- 
kets, and lo meel foreign competition on even 
terms.
